Game of Oraps IB Very Pop- 


ular In Washington. 


All llie Noivsljoys of tho National Capital 


Aro Addicted to It—Liver Liu Jaek, 


tho Famous King (if tliu 


lloao Throwers.

In every avocation of life, m every 


u.r.rri't'ation of human lacings, there is 
rTstipL'rior man who is called the \>oss, 
the chief, the king, or the emperor as 
a ik'sitfiiiitioii of the general recogni- 
tion of his superiority. It is narrated 
i>f Kins S:ml, in the Scriptural history, 
that he was head and shoulders above 
his brethren; that is to say, that he 
was a very large man physically. In 
nil the Scriptural descriptions of the 
IMiili-stincs there isoneman who stands 
i>nt most prominently, and that is Go- 
liath of Oath, and he receives particu- 
lar mention because of his immense 
stature." 


In the baseball world of the present 


day there is a player who is called the 
kii'ijr, and there is :>.lso a king of chess 
men, a king of checker players, and in 
the big capitol ln.iild.iug there is a king 
of guides. Likewise in this city, among 
the colored people, there is a man 
called "Liver Lip Jack," or "King ol 
the Bone Throwers." It is necessary 
to explain that the bone throwers are 
the people who play "craps," a game 
which has become an American institu- 
tion, pure and simple. The. game is 
especially adapted to the people of 
the present generation, where every- 
thing is expected to go with a rush, 
and tho fastest of all gambling games 
is the game of craps. In playing poker, 
or other games with cards, a great deal 
of time is consumed in putting up the 
money, in dealing and sliutlling the 
cards, drawing and discarding, in study- 
ing hands and in deliberation as to 
what to do In order to win or deceive 
im opponent. 


In the gamo of. craps, however, 


which is a fascinating game to the 
lower elements of sporting society, all 
is chance and everything is done with 
a hop, skip and a jump. It makes no 
difference what the stakes may be, 
whether a penny or a dollar, it is all 
the same with the crap players. News- 
boys, 
bootblacks, beggars nnd all 


classes of people who are able to raise 
enough money to make a bet, play 
craps. The game can be played upon 
the pavement, or in the dust of the al- 
ley, 
as well as it could be played upon 


the green cloth of a billiard or a faro 
table. 


Although there are a number of crap 


players, particularly of the colored 
race, who indulge in the game of craps 
in this city and vicinity, the most in- 
veterate gamblers 
are the colored 


newsboys of the morning and evening 
papers. 
A great many of them arc 


adept in throwing the bones, and they 
win considerable money from 
each 


other; but the harvest time is on SIIH- 
iliiv afternoons when they take stran- 
gers into the game in the alleys, the 
highways, the by-ways and the hedges 
which are not thoroughly patrolled and 
examined by the agents of Him who 
instructed his followers to go out into 
the world and preach the gospel unto 
every creature. 


The stakes for which these little fel- 


lows play arc sometimes remarkably 
large for such little bits of humanity. 
They not only play for penniesand nick- 
els, but very often they play for quar- 
ter dollars; and, if yon know anything 


the king wonld aslicf carve a man as, 
carve a possum. 


The game is played with dice, which 


are supposed to be made of ivory, but 
which arc generally made of bones; 
and this fact accounts for the common 
designation of the game, as "bone 
throwing." Although it is supposed to 
be purely a game of chance, there is 
considerable opportunity for cheating 
in it. as indeed there is in all games in 
which professional gamblers indulge. 
This game of craps was invented by 
some plantation negro slave; but his 
name has never been inscribed upon 
the walls of tho temple of fame. In the 
good old slavery days the negroes were 
not allowed to gamble, nor indulge in 
any games in the cotton fields. A pack

about newsboys, you know that a lit- 
tle fellow who can accumulate enough 
money to gamble for quarters is quite 
a man in his station of life. The same 
thing, however, happens to the lucky 
newsboy which happens to the grown- 
up gambler. That is, in the long run 
he becomes a pauper with no visible 
means of support and no disposition to 
obtain a living through the fields of 
honest labor. 


This game of craps, which is perme- 


ating the national capital and invading 


finally they became full-fledged citi- 
zens, with a realization of a greatness 
which was thus thrust upon them; but 
they stuck to craps. The surviving 
negroes nf slavery days, the veterans 
of the plantation, their sons and grand- 
sons, arc playing craps to-day just as 
their anee.-Uor.s played in cotton field

If we are right in our reasoning, and 


if, again, there is 'not some latent but 
fatal defect in Uerr Dowe's system, tho 
result on warfare will be a very re- 
markable one. Since the object of war 
is to kill—"to place hors de combat" is 
only a less crude way of putting the 
fact—new ways of killing infantry and 
cavalry will have to be devised. Tho 
chances of hitting men in the face at 
long distances with rifle fire, says the 
London Spectator, will not be good 
enough. Hut the only ways of killing 
effectively that will remain open will 
be artillery fire, close combat with 
boyonet and clubbed rifle—preferably 
the latter, as the cuirass will make the 
bayonet difficult to use with effect— 
and 
riding men down by cavalry 


charges. The first of these, artillery 
fire, has hitherto been regarded us of 
comparatively little importance in the 
matter of killing. It is often declared, 
indeed, that the ctiief effect produced 
by the guns is the moral effect. Though 
not many arc killed, men do not like 
to be within range of artillery. Pos- 
sibly, however, the effect of artillery 
fire could be increased. 
In any case, 


and since everything is relative, the 
fact of the falling off of efficiency in 
rifle fire must increase the importance 
of artillery fire. 
It is obvious, however, that the chief 


effect of bullet-prool soldiers on the 
circumstances of a battle would be to 
increase enormously the amount of 
hand-to-hand fighting. But hand-to- 


and fighting means an advantage to 
he strongest and most athletic force. 
>?ow it will be seen from the bare enu- 
meration of the changes which seem 
ikcly to follow bullet-proof soldiers 
Kat a great advantage will be given to 
Jngland. Bullet-proof cuirasses will 
'ive an advantage to the nation which 
an only bring a small number of troops 
nto the field. But that nation is Eng- 
aud. It will increos-i the importance 
of artillery. 
liut this should be in 


avorof England, for though we have 
not the conscription, and so cannot get 
men in large quantities, we can manu- 
"acture as many guns as we choose. 
Next, the revival of close 
combat 


ought to be in our favor, for English- 
men are certainly better at the rough- 
and-tumble of close fighting than their 
neighbors. The infantry are naturally 
more handy and more athletic, and tho 
cavalry are, if not theoretically bet- 
ter riders, more capable horsemen. An 
Englishman is more likely to get his 
horse to do the Impossible than a 
Frenchman or a German. 
If, then,

odds. In the field, too, the euirass 
would be of great use to artillerymen 
Since they do not have to niurcli, but 
either ride or sit on the gun carriages, 
there is no reason why the ffuin 
should not be very elaborately pre- 
lected by means of Herr Dowc's patent 
material. But. if they are they will be 
able to work their guns in the open and 
at close quarters in a way which ianow 
often impossible owing to the (ire ot 
sharpshooters. 
In truth, there are a 


hundred points on which the, bullet- 
proof clothing- alters all the conditions 
of war. It will alter, too, some of the 
conditions of civil life. Insurrection 
against invulnerable men will become 
even more impossible than it is now 
Again, the result on small bodies of 
men traveling in savage counties will 
be "very marked. When the savage 
cannot wound his white foe, even men 
so brave as the Matnbeles will find re- 
sistance hopeless. 


Possibly, however, all we have writ- 


ten is destined to be quite beside the 
mark, not because of any flaw in Herr 
Dowc's system, but for a totally differ- 
ent reason. 
Suppose that the gun- 


smiths retaliate on Herr Dowe by mak- 
ing a gun that will send a bullet 
through his cuirass? In that case, the 
present conditions will remain. Wo 
do not say that they will, but undoubt/ 
•eilly they will try. 
Meanwhile, all we 


can say is that, in the great duel be- 
tween attack and defense, the latter, 
after lying hopelessly beaten for two 
centuries, has revived, nnd appears to 
have given her antagonist a heavy 
blow. Time will show whether we 
have to wait ilfty years or only six 
months for counter-stroke.
